Better than a 90-percent 
voter turnout was recorded 
over the weekend in city 
elections at 
Murphy and 


Renner, while elections also 
took place in 
Allen and 
Parker. 
In Murphy, Mayor Tom 
Limited Access 
Parkway Upheld 


'Hie Planning and Zoning 
Commission Monday night 
approved two final plats, 
three replats and a site plan 
on four developments. 
The site plan of the Alma 
Retail Center located on the 
southwest corner of Spring 
Creek Pkwy, and Alma Dr. 
and the final plat of a small 
section of the retail center 
were 
approved 
with 
restricted access to Spring 
Creek 
Pkwy. 
Pearcy 
Development 
Corp. 
had 
requested three exits and 
two entrances from Spring 
Creek, but the commission 
upheld 
a 
staff 
recom ­ 


mendation that access be 
limited to one entrance from 
a declaration lane with exits 
onto Alma. 
Vance Maultsby strongly 
endorsed 
the 
reco m ­ 
mendation and pointed out 
that access must be limited 
to carry out plans to make 
Spring Creek a “ traffic 
mover not a traffic stopper.” 
The 0.6 acre tract which is 
215 feet south of the in- 
tersecti'>r« and adjacent to 
Alma will be developed as a 
7-11 convenience store at this 
time. 
The 
final 
plat 
of 
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Clevinger easily 
won 
re­ 
election by swamping his 
opponent, 
George Arnold, 
327-127. A total of 455 voters 
turned out. 
Elected to the two at-large 
council 
seats 
in 
Murphy 
were l.oren Daniels with 301 
votes and incumbent Jerry 
Bagley with 298 votes. Other

Judge White added that he 
expects to have all of the 
sites visited and the analysis 
conjpleted in time for next 
M onday’s

and 
anticipates a decision at that 
time. 
Short Agenda, But... 
Commissioners faced an 
unusually 
short 
agenda 
Monday 
in 
McKinney, 


however, a discussion of the 
c o u n t y ’s 
M a n p o w e r 
P rog ram 
caused 
the 
meeting to last close to an 
hour-and-a-half. 
Lee Vickers, city manager 
of 
McKinney, 
acted 
as 
spokesman for a delegation 
representing 
the 
Collin 
County Mayors Assn., and 
said that several mayors 
don’t 
like the way 
the 
program is being run. 


According to Vickers, the 
association mailed out 
a 
questionaire to 20 cities in 
the 
county, 
asking 
the 
mayors their opinion of the 
M anpower 
P rogram , 
as 
being handled by the North 
Texas Co-operative. Of the 
13 which replied, nine in­ 
dicated they 
wanted 
the 
North Central Texas Council 
of Governments (COG) to 
operate the program, while 
four indicated they were 
pleased with NTC. One in­ 
dicated no perference. 
Mayor Connie Armstrong 
of Renner added to Vickers’ 
remarks by explaining that 
the association’s delegation 
was present only to present 
inform ation to the com ­ 
missioners about.the matter, 
not to try and pressure them 


into taking 
the 
program 
away from NTC. 
James Polk Respouds 
James Polk, director of 
the NTC program, also was 
present and indicated that he 
thought 
several 
county 
towns were not aware of how 
the 
program 
is 
to 
be 
operated. 
“ A lot of people seem to 
think the program 
is to 
supplement city staffs. This 
is not our goal at all,” he 
stated. “We’re not here to 
provide you with free labor, 
not just to give assistance to 
your city staffs.” 
Polk 
explained 
the 
program was designed to 
help 
train 
the 
hard-core 
unem ployed, 
the 
han­ 
dicapped, the poor and the 


uneducated, then to put them 
in job situations. He pointed 
out that the program ’s basic 
thrust is to give job training 
and assistance to employees, 
not the cities 
‘A Good Job’ 
After illustrating the job 
which Manpower does in the 
c o u n ty -a n d its cost--Polk 
summed up by commenting, 
“ I’ll say this; we have done a 
good job, and I think in your 
hearts you know we’ve done 
a good job.

“ Most tornadoes occur 
during April, May and June

AUSTIN, Tex. (U P I) — Gov Dolph Briscoe has signed a 
bill ensuring natural gas from state lands will be used to 
meet Texans needs first 
The bill, signed Monday, prohibits the out of state sale of 
natural gas from future leases on state lands until all Texas 
needs have been met. It would not affect wells already 
producing. 
Briscoe said the bill should encourage other states to deve­ 
lop their own natual resources. 
“ It also serves as a gentle reminder to the nation that 
Texas suffers or benefits more than any other state in the 
union when energy legislation is passed by the Congress,” 
Briscoe said. “ Unfortunately, the suffering seems to be 
greatly outstripping the benefits of late, hence the timeliness 
of this legislation.” 
He said he thought the measure, by Sen. Walter Mengden, 
R-Houston, is constitutional. 
“ it represents proprietary taking of the resources rather 
than governmental taking and should be viewed no dif­ 
ferently than similar actions by other states.” he said 
“ Califoniia, for example, produces and uses entirely 
within the state the minerals taken from state lands “
